During the summer of 1950 there was a considerable amount of Comaunist 
agitation in Lhasa, where the authorities have been pursuing an 
anti-Chiness and anti-Communist policy.

5. The Southwest China iilitary Control Commission has established an 
organization known as the Tibet Service Corps (Wy jig AR 4% 1) ) with 
headquarters in Lichiang (100-15, 26-51), western Yunnan Province. One 
hundred students who have successfully completed a Communist indoctrination 
course in sunming, have been recruited for this unit. It is believed that 
the purpose of the Tibet Service Corps is the preparation of cadres for 
administrative duties in Tibet. 
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
